British producing fleld—a producer 
who keeps aloft in the West End at- 
tractions the foremost in originality, 
particularly those things which bring 
about added interest on account of 
their international value. 


Due to “generous contributions to 
war charities and valuable help in war 
work” the name of Alfred Butt ap- 
peared in the King’s Honors List of 
1918. Tt was a popular award to the 
theatrical magnate, for he rightly de- 
served jt, for all during the war his 
efforts directed the joys of many sol- 
ilers. It wasn’t until his health neces- 
Sitated it did Sir Alfred resign from 
the Ministry of Food in which con- 
nection his valuable work was recog- 
nized In a letter of appreciation from 
Lord AKhondda. 

If ever there was a theatrical mag- 
hate worthy of a knighthood it was 
Sir Alfred Butt. ‘This isn’t an opinion 
of one individual. It’s the undivided 
thought of London's theatrical world. 
Tt Wasn't associations that brought to 
him the appreciative honor, but whole- 
hearted activities, without political 


aspirations and desires. His was a no- 
ticeable undying effort to contribute 
patriotic assistance, appropriate of his 
business life calling, during the war, 
and night after night the Palace Thea- 
ter was the scene of Sir Alfred’s care 
for the soldiers during the dark and 
dreary days of Great Pritain’s hard- 
ships. His unselfish motives, never at 
any time considered unusual by the 
man himself, were readily recognized 
by the Royalty, and no more popular 
knighthood was assigned during the 
war than the one presented Sir Alfred 
Butt. 

The number of those associated with 
the variety profession who have won 
the honor of knighthood now equals 
that of the theatrical calling, only four 
of the actor-managers who hold the 
distinction remaining. They are Sir 
Squire Bancroft, Sir John Hare, Sir 
Johnston Forbes-Robertson and Sir 
Frank Bacon. While Sir Alfred Butt 


is now widely connected with the thea- 
ter it was in the variety world that 
he won his recognition. The other 
three present variety knights are Sir 
Oswald Stoll, Sir Harry Lauder and 
Sir Walter De Frece. 


Sir Alfred Butt was originally an ac- 
countant, but in 1898 became con- 
nected with the Palace Theater, 
Shaftesbury avenue, as secretary. He 
remained in this position about a year, 
and eventually succeeded Philip Yorke 
as assistant manager. On the death 
of Charles Morton in 1904 Sir Alfred. 
who wags then “Mr.,” was appointed 
manager. In 1906 he took a seat on 
the Board, and became managing-di- 
rector. Under his management the 
Palace has become one of the world’s 
renowned theatrical spots in London. 
His greatest success at the Palace was 
achieved with Hlsie Janis in “Hullo, 
America.” 


In addition to the Palace Theater he 
is managing director of the Empire, 
Leicester Square, the Victoria Palace 
and the Glasgow Alhambra, and joint 
managing-director of the Variety 
Theatres ‘Controlling Company, while 
hig theatrical interests embrace the 
Gaiety, the Queen and the Globe. 
Only recently Sir Alfred added to his 
interests the Mogador Palace in Paris. 

There’s no limit to Sir Alfred Butt’s 
popularity. Opposition theatrical man- 
agers consult him, and abide with 
many of his suggestions. Few theat- 
rical managers in the world have the 
same honored standing with opposition 
managers as belongs to Sir Alfred

MOOSE AND ELKS PLEDGE AID 


For Success of Actors’ National Memorial Day— 
Broadway Producers and New York Merchants’ 
Association Also in Line — Big 
Surprises Planned 


New York, Sept. 13.—With promi- 
nent public officials, business men and 
fraternal organizations all over the 
country pledging their aid and hearty 
co-operation the Actors’ National Me- 
morial Day campaign is going to be 
an overwhelming success. Everyone 
is working indefatigably and enthu- 
siastically to make the nationwide .tes- 
timonial, December 5, 1919, an event 
that will have historical significance 
in the period of reconstruction that js 
now setting in. 

The entire membership of 550,000 
of the Loyal Order of Moose 
have been pledged to the Act- 
ors’ National Memorial campaign. This 
action was taken at New York Lodge 
No. 15, where a set of resolutions was 
drafted and unanimously adopted. P. 
A. Shaner, Dictator of the local 
lodge, in a letter to Daniel Frohman, 


president of the Actors’ Fund of 
America, said the order had been won 
over to the cause thru the efforts of 
Will S. Rising, an actor. The writer 
also pointed out the endorsement 
meant that the ceremonial on Decem- 
ber 5, 1919—Actors’ National Memo- 
rial Day—would receive undivided sup- 
port of the executive personnel of the 
institution. 

The influence of the order extends 
to 1,600 communities, cities, towns and 
villages thruout the country. Their 
desire to aid the actors’ campaign has 
been further intensified by a large 
registration of members in the theat- 
rical profession, who partictpated in 
the war, many of whom made the su- 
preme sacrifice on European battle- 
fields that others might live.

New York, Sept. 15.—The first strike at the Palace Theater occurred to- 
day. All the acts on the bill, the musicians and stage hands showed up, but 
no programs appeared, but thanks to the James Automatic Announcer patrons 
were enabled to tell who was on the stage, altho ninety per cent of the crowd 
was so familiar with the different acts that evidently the Palace management 
has decided that printed programs are unnecessary as long as the present re- 
peating policy is in existence. 

Rome burned while Nero fiddled, and it is just possible that the Palace 
bookers are fiddling while the public is burning up at the continual repetition 
of the same faces, same material, same styles and same songs at this theater. 


Daab's Orchestra and the pictures helped to take up the time while the 
houge filled up. 


No. 1—Togan and Geneva, a young chap and girl, who showed cleverness 
on the wire, opened the show. The man does most of the work, altho the bare- 
legged assistant is a considerable part of the act. Togan’s talk does not ‘help the 
act any, and an artist as clever as he is doeg not need to try to be funny, as his 
work on the thread easily carries him over.

To fol- 
low all the jazz bands that have played at the Palace was no easy task, but 
these musicians had no trouble in making everyone forget their forerunners.

The following article is a statement to the 
public, setting forth the complete story of the 
formation of the Actors’ Equity Association and 
the strike by its members, which statement was 
offered the daily press, but not very generally 
accepted (or printed). Believing it due the 
melubers of the Actors’ Equity Association that 
the statement be given as much circulation is 
possible The Billboard prints it herewith. 


The ‘‘actors’ strike’? may not stand clear in 
the public mind if considered merely as an ex- 
plosion that shook the theatrical world during 
August, 1919. The story, told properly, must 
trace back thru years of poverty, irresponsilbil- 
ity and virtual isolation—must reach forward 
to a future in which dramatic art will be a 
real social value, not managerial fustian, and 
the actor and artist not a strolling player de- 
nied self-respect and expression. 

Strange as it may seem, the spirit of Shake- 
speare’s stage, in spite of every change, con- 
tinued to dominate the theater until a com- 
paratively recent date. In no sense a profes- 
sion, but simply a happy-go-lucky federation 
of roving bands, the actor people strolled down 
thru the decades, leading the ingrown, nomadic 
life of Gypsies, marrying within ‘their own 
ranks, rearing their children to follow in their 
footsteps, asking little, needing little, a sepa- 
ratecaste sufficient to themselves. Booth, Barrett, 
Merrest and others cume, lifting the stage to 
a new level of dignity and honor, but this

fighting. In view of recent and repeated at- 
tacks upon “‘puid agitators,’ it is a matter 
of pride to explain that no officer or council 
member of the association has ever receive! 
a peony for services, giving Wholeheartedly of 
time and energy aud running the risk of anger 
and blacklists, all without other reward than 
the betterment of a beloved professiou, 

In May, 1919, a new managerial boiy was 
formed and the Equity was invited to a “xet-to- 
gether’ luncheon at which “ne business was 
to be talked."" However even before the coffee 
the Equity guests were informed that the new 
Producing Managers’ Asse lation did oot tke 


the existing cuttract in many important par. 
ticulars, and must insist upon certain changes 
They were told in return that the Equity itself 
had many causes of dissatisfaction and was 
perfectly willing to consider changes, A con 
mittee, consisting of eight managers and five 
actors, Was named to confer and report, What 
the managers proposed was that the contract 
should be amended so as to give them the right 
to lay companies off for one week without pay 
when coming in from the road to play New 
York, Chicago, Boston and Philadelphia, The 
representatives of the actors agreed to three 
days.

ing, insisted that the free perio 
agreement Were excessive and swegested a re 
daction to three and five, 


Discussion resulted 
in a decision to let the free rehearsals remain 
at four and «ix weeks, 

The actors, for their part, entered protest 
against the growing practice of extra perform 
ances without pay, aud asked that eight per 
formances constitute a week's work, all other 
performances to be paid for pro rata. Stock 
companies and populur-price attractions Were 
exempted, so thet a principal managerial ob 
Jection was discounted at the start. 

Suddenly, vielently in the midst of seemingly 
friendly negotiations, the Producing Managers’ 
Association gave o statement to the press, an- 
nouncing that the demands of the actors were 
unreasonable and extortionate, and declaring 
that the Equity would not be recognized or dealt 
with in the future, The action came as a 
thunder clan, A majority of the membership 
was in favor of necepting the flat declaraliwn 
of war, but the moderation of the officers pre- 
vailed, (Under clause 18, provitling fer the 
arvitration of all disputes.) The managers were 
asked to submit the controversy to an Me 
partial disenssion, ‘and the Equity brought 
forward the names of Ex-President Taft and 
Judge Charles FE. Haghes, both baving eon 
sented to act. The managers answered that 
there was nothing to arbitrate, and that (be 
Equity had ceased to exist o# fur as they were 
concerned, 

In July the council exercised the autherity 
given in 1916 and affitated with the American 
Federation of Labor, receiving a charter that 
grinted full autonomy, entire contro! of  [t 
ternal policies and fands, and gnarontecing 
against the Eaquity’s inclusion tn strikes unless 
ereeifeatty authertted by its own merobership.

Prom June to August the Equity underwent 
en attack from the manggers that sapped the 
fondation of its strength. A progressive 
“lockout” disemployed member after member

granted every oue of the demands that had 
been denounced as “‘unreasonable’’ when ad- 
vanced by the Equity. But, as every intelli- 
actor saw quickly, a “fake” arbitration 
was provided that returned the actor 
to bis former status as ap individual with a‘l

Day by day the managers perfected their 
close shop.” Many of their number were 
heart and soul with the Equity, but they were 
whipped intg line by the knowledge that a 
powerful few could drive them out of business.

Twelve companies were called out the first 
night of the strike. Even this proof of strength 
aid not induce the managers to take the matter 
seriously. For long years theirs had been 
the power and glory, and the habit of autocracy 
was so strong that their mental process could 
not adjust itself to the startling fact of an 
actual revolt. 

It was not only adhe case that the actors 
DID “stick,” contrary to contemptuous pre- 
dletion, bet more theaters were closed until, 
in New York, only one non-Equity show, piti- 
fully performed by strikebreakers, kept its

A chief attack was based upon alleged con- 
tract breaking. Equity members, by striking. 
had ‘‘violated contracts,” and the cry of 
“outraged faith’’ went up to heaven. Doubt- 
less many of the laity were deceived by this 
plausible pretense, yet of all of the many at- 
tacks concelved and made, this charge of con- 
tract breaking was the most baseless and ft 
most false, 

The contract alleged to have been broken 
expressly designated the Equity as te re) re 
sentative of the actorin event of 
clause speci@cally called for compulsory arbi- 
tration in all disputes, the Equity to appoint 


dispute. One 


an arbiter, the managers one other, and in 
event of failure to agree a third arbiter to 
be mutually agreed upon. 

As far back as June the Producing Managers’ 
Association, in publie statements, announced 
that relations with the Equity were discon- 
tinued. Thru June. July and inte August they 
refused to submit to the solemn arbitral agree- 
ment contained in Clause 18, and a final declar- 
ation served notice that no manager, in the 
future, would recognize the Equity in any man- 
ner, and that a war of extinction was on, 

This was no mere contract breaking, but 
CONTRACT DESTRUCTION. By public and 
repeated repudiation of the Equity, party te 
every contract as the representative of the 
actor, the Producing Managers’ Association 
wiped every contract OUT OF EXISTENCE as 
much as tho they had gathered them in and 
torn each into pieces. Then when the actors, 
after three months’ pleading for reinstatement 
of the contract, rallied to resist the “scrap of 
paper” theory, they were “contract breakers." 

Another lie was the “closed shop." Never at 
any time had this been tlreatened by the 
Equity. The dramatists came upon the scene 
at the height of the strike and said that the 
only thing preventing an instant and amicable 
se‘tlement was the ‘‘Equity’s insistence upon the 
closed shop." They had this from the managers 
themselves. The officers of the Equity straight- 
way signed and sedled an explicit denial, also 
an offer to the managers to enter into an 
agreement epecifically surrendering any right 
to g closed shop, The dramatists, hichly elated, 
left with te conviction thet the strike was 
settled. The managers, learning the contents, 
refyaed to open the letters—even to receive 
them, 

Hand in hand with the press ogent assanits 
upon the honor and faith of the Equity another 


drive was made upon the loyalty of its mem- 
bership. Under the inspiration of Mr. Coban 
the Actors’ Fidelity Leagye was organized, 
Witu lauis Manu at its head, and every man- 
ager at once began a recruiting drive. While 
the Fidelity was still in its swaddling clothes 
and befure Mr. Mann had finished his first 
speech the managers rushed forward with a 
“Fidelity’’ contract, in which they granted 
every Equity demand hitherto denounced as 
“unreasonable,” ‘outrageous’ and ‘“‘unfair."* 


Added to this there were the threat of 
anger and the bribe of favor. Assurance was 
given that the Equity would be crushed and 
liscredited, while the faithful ones 
of the Fidelity would be raised to the right

As an instance of the utter baldness of the 
Fidelity subterfuge, George Coban organized 
it while a member of the Producing Managers’ 
Association and promised to support it with an 
initial donation of $100,000 at*the very moment 
of his bitterest attack upon the. Equity. Even 
when this clumsiness was pointed out and when 
Mr. Cohan resigned from the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association, his partner, Sam Tarris, 
remained a member of the inner council of the 
managers, with full power to represent the 
arm. Also, after his resignation, when it was 
assumed that ‘Mr. Cohan was at Iast in the 
mood te give attention to the lot of the actor, 
even tho this attention was to be confined to 
the choice few contained in the Fidelity, he 
went to Washington to see Mr. Gompers AS 
THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE MAN- 
AGERS. 

Without money, and facing what seem@l to 
be a death grapple with a rich, compact and 
powerful organization, the Equity conceived 
the idea of presenting its own shows, and al- 
most over night four houses were opened, 
presenting brilliant programs to packed andi- 
toriums. The artistic success. coupled with 
the financial returns, led to arrangements for 
similar productions in other cities. The possi- 
billities of a theater operated by plavers in 
the interest of real dramatic art, together with 
the grim fraternalism of the allied stage crafts. 
brought the managers face to face with the 
certain*y of defeat. It is Known that at one 
meeting a vote to settle the strike by full 
concession of the justice of Equity’s contentions 
wes carried by a majority of 36 to 6. but this 
half dozen controlled bookings and were able 


managers or recipi- « 


to cudgel the 36 back into line. As the strike 
spread to Boston and other cities, however, and 
as the theater owners of the nation began to 
demand attractions, even the implacable few 
grew amenable to reason. 

Meetings with the Equity were resumed tir: 
the medium of lawyers, and on Wednexday 
night, September 3, a contract was agreed upow. 
The Equity officials approved it without change 
but when it came back from the managers ic 
Was altered so adroitly as to destroy all pussi- 
ble value. Two exceedingly offensive alter- 
ations prohibited the enlistment of new mem- 
bers by the Equity and refused reinstatement 
to strikers. Even so the Equity felt that the 
alterations were simply strategic moves not 
effecting the process of parley, but in the 
morning papers of Friday, September 5, the 
managers announced that negotiations had been 
broken off finally by reason of the unfairness 
and high-handed methods of the Equity. The 
statement was doubly shocking to the actors, 
for not only had the lawyers representing the 
managers insisted upon a solemn pledge of 
secrecy in connection with the negotiations, but 
their violation of this agreement was builded 
upon a flat perversion of fact. 

The proposed contract ran for five years, 
and it was an Equity suggestion that all sug- 
gested changes, or desired modifications, must 
be presented for discussion prior to the first 
of each January. What the managers sought 
to make the people believe was that the CON- 
TRACT itself had to be brought up for new 
agreement each and every January the first, 
thereby giving the Equity the opportunity to 
swing its club yearly in the very heart of the 
season. 

There was not a day in the last two weeks 
of the strike that it was not in the power of 
Equity to have paralyzed the entire theater by 
means of a general strike. It was not done, 
for there was the daily hope that the managers 
would listen to reason. But the Tuesday 
statement was a last straw, and on Friday the 
word went forth that made the strike national 
and complete. The rush of the managers to 
resume conferences was swift and instant. A‘ 
3 o’clock Saturday morning, September 6. the 
strike ended in the signing of a contract tha 
embodied every single Equity demand. WN» 
one item was overlooked, not one concession 
made, for the original demands were base) in 
such simplicity. of justice as to forbid com- 
promise. 

The Equity did pot get the “closed shop,’’ |» 
cause it had stated repeatedly that it ir! 
not want it. It did not demand the disswlution 
of the Fidelity, inasmuch as the manager 
ignored it in the settlement and recognized tl.« 
€quity as the one organization empowered tu 
represent the actor. 

Honestly, decently the Equity held to the de- 
mands upon which the strike was based, re- 
fusing to take advantage of its victory to 
wring further concessions or even to exact re- 
prisals against those that it had good cause 
to hate as traitors and deserters. 

Nor is the victory stained by a single instance 
of unfair fighting. At every stage of the strug- 
gle the Equity fought only in defense, re- 
sisting always and never attacking. Had the 
managers dealt fairly with the actor there 
would have been no Equity Association. Had 
the Equity contract been carried out in faith 
and friendship there would have been no unioni- 
zation. Had the managers respected the arbi- 
tration clause there would have been no strike. 
And at any time between August 7 and Sep- 
tember 6 the strike could have been settled 
on the exact terms that settled it @nally after 
a month of anger and great loss. 

Victory is not»regarded by the Equity as an 
anaesthetic, but as a spur. Collective bar- 
gaining is not an automatic device by any 
means. To be successful it requires balanced 
power, and even as the Equity has no quarrel 
with the maintenance of the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association, so does it trust that the 
managers will not begrudge growth and strength 
to the Equity. 

Everything that the actor has and holds today 
is due to the six years’ fight of the Equity. It 
is confidently expected that those still outside 
the organization will recognize this truth an! 
see the bitter injustice of sharing in a reward 
for which they made no sacrifices. 

With this confidence of a 100 per cent or- 
ganization the Equity has also decided upon 4 
plan of honorary associates that will carry the 
profession into closer touch with the laity an’ 
bedrock the theater in the personal interest 
of the public.

public just what Mr. Keith meant it should 
have when he started the dirst ‘variety’ show. 
The Orpheum is not booked by B. F. Keith 
Boolling Exchange, but thru the Pantages 
Booking Offices, and it proves the fact that 
the reason why Mr. Pantages got to be such 
a tremendously big factor in the American vyaude- 
ville game is: Because he is giving the public 
just what Mr. Keith meant it should have 
when he started the first ‘variety’ show.” 


Personally I am not trying to boost Mr. 
Pantages for any intimate reasons, because, as

the nruvical adaptation of Henry Picossem - 
famous racing play ‘‘Checkers,” was given its 
premiere last night at the Academy of Music. 
before a large critical audience, including 
Edgar Allap Woolf, who wrote the bevk, Al- 
hert Von Tilecr. whé composed the muasic, 
Neville Fleeson, who wrote the lyrics, and sev- 
eral metropolitan visitors who had made the 
trip to Baltimore especially te witness the 
premiere. 

It is a drama with musical trimmings. There 
were few items to indicate that it was a 
premiere. The action swung along very smoothly 
and very little cutting will be required. One 
commendable feature, unfortunately only too 
rare in musical comedies, was that types were 
selected for the parts. In two invtances espe- 
clally was this noticeable, and that was in the 
selection of Thomas Meegan and William Fitz- 
simmons, both elderly men, to represent the 
roles of Judge Martin and Adoniram Barlow, 
respectively, instead of young men made up to 
represent old age. 

The plot is wel] known and is closely followed. 
The play revolves aponnd the reformation of 
“Checkers” and his fight to overcome tiie 
lure of the race track, and contrasts the world- 
ly follower of the track with the demure little 
small-town girl. Love, as usual, accomplishes 
the task fn the usual musical comedy manner 
The plot is almoet lost thru the play, but 2s 
we all know the plot is not the essential fea- 
ture of a musical comedy. 

The show might be described as an all-round 
production, for it does not unduly emphasize 
the stars, nor features, nor the comedy, but 
rather combines good setting, beautiful cos- 
tumes, happy songs set to catchy tunes, fas- 
cinating dances and an unusually attractive 
chorus, 

The newness and beauty of the gowns of both 
of the leading Indies and of the chorus brought 
exclamations of admiration and delight from the 
feminine portion of the audience. 

With musical dressing of meritorions character 
the play goes with a dash and a swing. The 
song ‘“‘I'm Losing My Heart to Someone,” 
sung by Miss Withee, is a dreamy waltz num- 
ber that will be evng and danced all over the 
country in a shert time. Another song number 
that met with enthusiastic applause was the 
“Rainbow of Love’? sung by Miss Espero, who 
hag a remarkably clear and pleasing voice. The 
duet, “Olose to My Heart,” sung by Mivs 
Withee and Mr. Meehan, has a delightful lilt 
that will make ft a popular davorite. Miss 
Sunshine and Miss Withee have a sweet little 
musical nomber in ‘‘Anything That You Like,” 
which they rendered with aq cbildish abandon 
that was well reecived. 

The dances reflect great credit upon the ‘l- 
rection of Wm. Rock, for they are abundant, 
lively and clever. The greatest dancing hit of the 
evening was Miss Rence Riano, who did an ¢c- 
centric dance number. This agile young woman 
can kick herself on any portion of her anatomy, 
it would seem from her heels to the top of ber

Popular Manager of Firm’s Classic 
Music Department Appearing at 
Woods Theater, Chicago 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—The first legitimate theater 
in Chicago to interpolate singing into its other- 
wise complete production is the Woods, where 
Tom Faxon, the marvelous Chicago baritone, is 
nightly singing Leo Feist numbers between the 
acts of ‘‘Up in Mabel’s Room.”

I was 
struck dumb as a bivalve with astonishment. 
‘Yes,’ he continued, ‘this is no place for you. 
I'm going to force you out so you can make 
something out of your voice.’ I went to work 
for Tell Taylor and stayed with him seven 
years. Then I came to Feist’s.”’ 

Jimmy Colosimo, noted Chicago restaurant 
man, heard Faxon sing, and offered to send him 
to Italy to take a complete vocal course at his 
own expense, but Faxon declined. Headliner 
jobs on all of the big time have likewise failed 
to take Faxon out of Chicago.

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JOSEPH N. WEBER, 


President of the American Federation 
of Musicians 


Joseph N, Weber, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians, was seen by the writer 
in his beautiful offices at the headquarters of 
the organization on the eighteenth floor of the 
World’s Tower Building, 110 West Fortieth 
street, New York. 

The gracious modesty of this leader of 800 
local unions, including 86,000 musicians, in 
the United States and Canada, made it neces- 
sary to appeal to some of his friends for in- 
formation relative to his personal achieve- 
ments, 


However, on the subject of the American 
Federation of Musicians and its accomplish- 
ments Mr, Weber talked entertainingly and 


with justifiable pride. 

“All the representative bands and orchestras 
and professional musicians of note,” said Mr. 
Weber, ‘“‘are members of the Federation, with 
the single exception of The Boston Symphony, 
which generally recruits its talent from Eu- 
rope and is not an American institution, 

“The preSent organization is not the first of 
its kind,” he said. “Previous to the existence 
of the American Federation of Musicians there 
was the National League of Musicians, not, 
however, affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and the musicians soon learned 
that when it came to defending their interests 
‘hey were just as weak as without any or- 
ganization. 

“Finally the more progressive of the members 
dissolved the league and formed the American 
Vederation of Musicians, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, and which 
proved so successful in protecting the interest 
of each and every member that it now includes 
all the talent in the world of professional mu- 
sicians. 

“In addition to looking after the welfare 
of its members, the Federation insisted that 
representative organizations, such as symphou) 
orchestras, should be built up of native mu- 
sicians, so as to make America independent of 
Europe in point of musical talent. 

*“‘As a result we have approximately a dozen 
representative symphony orchestras which can 
be truly called American, and thus the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians not only improved 
the economic welfare of its members, but also 
instituted a policy to further the development 
of art and place America in this respect on 
an equal footing with Europe. 

“The American boy and girl must be given an 
opportunity to develop his talent is the slogan 
of our organization, and we have been signally 

uccessful. 

“The closed shop prevents foreign talent 
rom crowding out American musicians. Aside 
from all its other benefits @e American Fed- 
eration of Musicians is convinced that only 
thru the closed shop could a decent livelihood 
for it be possible. 

“In the actors’ strike the musicians had 
absolutely nothing to gain. Their attitude 
was purely altruistic. They stood for the right 
of Americans to decide for themselves as to 
whether or not they should form an organiza- 
tion, and we, the American Federation. of Mu- 
sicians, therefore insisted that such right should 
be conceded them, 

“Actors have received recognition, and that’s 
what we were fighting for. They secured bet- 
ter conditions than they renlly demanded. 
They have learned a lesson that they have a 
cowmen interest and that only by collective 
effort could they ever have secured these con- 
cessions for themselves. 

“Of all the benefits resulting from the strike 
the correction of the just grievances of the 
most helpless of all, the chorus, is perhaps the 
most gratifying. 

“The continuance of harmonious relations 
now will depend upon the good will of both 
menagers end actars, and, judging from the 
man who represented the managers in the 
final settlement, it would appear that no quib- 
bling or sidestepping of any honorable purpose 
or understanding will give cause to make a 
reopéning of the controversy possible.’’ 

Mr. Weber came to America as a bor, re- 
turnin once after thirty-five years to attend 
the International Congress of Musicians in 
Berlin. For nine years he was a member of 
the Symphony Orchestra in Cincinnati, and has 
been president of the American Federation of 
Musicians Yor twenty years, helping to build 
up the organization, previous to which time he

had played in bands, theatrical orchestras, sym- 
phony orchestras, and, in fact, personally ex- 
perienced all the difficulties which beset the 
musician’s career. 

Realizing the dependence of musicians with- 
out organization impelled his interest in behalf 
of his brothers in the profession, and the bet- 
terment of their condition became his sole 
object in life. 2 

“The organization,’”®? said Mr. Weber, “‘is 
not the work of one man. I have been singu- 
larly fortunate in being surrounded by an 
executive board of men whose views, which 
fundamentally affect the organization, are simi- 


yor

ditration in cases of trouble. He also serves 
on the council, which approves and executes 
the working agreements of the various locals 
thruout the country.

‘Mutt and Jeff’? Shows Will Be Produced in Great Britain by 
Bud Fisher—Archibald Haddon Serving as Pioneer in 
Efforts of British Devotees of the Drama To Learn 
What’s Wrong With the Theater—Gives The 
Billboard Exclusive Use of His First Findings 
—Great Boom in Dancing Promised, 
for This Winter

London, Aug. 80.—London’s “Daily Express’’ 
is more patterned after the American system 
of editing news than any other newspaper in 
Great Britain. Perhaps this is due to the 
fact that the editor is an American, who has al- 
ready annexed Bud Fisher's ‘“‘Mutt and Jeff’’ 
as a feature. Bud is here, having the time of 
his young Ife instructing the two well known 
characters to do away with their American 
slang, and familiarizing themselves with the 
atmospheric twists of Piccadilly sayings. 

Thus far Jeff exceeds Mutt as an adept pupil 
in this respect. Mutt persists in remaining 
loyal to his Sheephead'’s race track expressions, 
which, according to Jeff's versions, are foreign 
hereabouts, and while the two are arguing 
over the best methods of winning a home for 
themselves in Piccadilly their custodian, Mr. 
Fisher, is quietly making arrangements for 
“Mutt and Jeff’ to open in the same sort of 
shows that Gug Hill has cartea@ around the two 
individuals to every nook and corner of the 
United States. Bud returns to the States next 
week, but will report back here in time to 
hustle the producing of the shows for the New 
Year. 


Archibald Haddon is another reason whr 
Americans find The Daily Express good break- 
fast reading. Mr. Haddon is what one might 
call a progressive London critic. He edits 
the “Green Room Gossip’’ and it contains more 
references to what is transpiring on the Ameri- 
ean stage than any other London column. This 
eritic is totally against the so-called invasion 
of Ameriran plays for the London stage, but 
he handles it in such a way that his whole 
policy in gothing bat encouragement for the 
British dramatist, who appears to be in hiding 
just at this particular time. His appeals to 
the British dramatist haven't evidently been 
auswered, for now Mr. Haddon goes out to find 
what's wrong with the theater in London. By 
this method Mr. Haddon adopts the American 
system of many clever writers by making their 
own news, rather than submit to mimeograpb 
stuf that doesn’t hold the newsy atmosphere 
that Mr. Haddon’s work can always be de- 
pended upon to carry. 


These references aren't intended for any ar- 
ranged boost. They are contained in this cof- 
respondence to acquaint Americans with what 
Americans now in London find in their compari- 
sons of things theatrically, and naturally 
those who come in the path of the American 
observations will receive the noteworthy com- 
ment that is inspired in the spirit of those 
who believe in a closer relationship of the 
theatrical world of the two countries. Those 
who would keep the affairs distant between the 
two countries will be dealt with later. It's 
always best, however, to give erring ones plenty 
of time to come to their senses, for this is a 
hew era, and progressiveness must be established 
thereby. Little fishes in any branch of life 
fnd food in unsettled conditions, but these little 
fishes, who serve themselves nourishment via 
anarchistic fdeas, will die a natural death as 
the accomplishments of the new era perfect 
themselves into force, and there isn't a bright- 
er suggestion to make at this writing than 
the promise of a more harmonious exchange of 
ideas between the greater of American and 
Great Britain theatrical managers and actors 
in the future. Little fishes can’t brush this 
promise off the horizon, and if they attempt 
to do so they will be battled with and so 
peppered with opposition that they will early 
their breath fn the outpouring of silly

Mr. Haddon claims everybody has a complaint 
or a cure for what's wrong with the theater in 
london. There are many who believe Mr. Had- 
von is bitter against everything that holds 
Americanism on account of the attitude he as- 
sumes in articles credited him, A _ personal 
chat with this writer refutes the foundation 
forany such stand. “Wake wp, English drama- 
tists! Get right, English managers,"’ these 
tre the two siogans that Mr. Haddon tries to 
bring home. Te adopts the methods of re- 
Peatedly referring to American situations to 
etlr up the activities he claims are neces- 
sary for the stage of London to give the 
‘~wertean speed in theatricals the necessary 
campaign, His attitude isn’t hostile, as some 


are inclined to believe, His style is progres- 
sive. His knowledge is first rate. He is a 
pioneer, and this pioneering on Mr, Haddon’s 
part unravels the following opinions of prom- 
inent British celebrities on ‘‘What’s wrong 
with the theater in Great Britain?’ 

THE BISHOP OF BIRMINGHAM—“A great 
national theater would be of invaluable as- 
sistance to the drama,"’ 


What’s wrong with the theater? It is 
healthy financially, but sick unto death 
artistically. Native English drama has 
been ousted of late by foreign products. 
(Mr, Haddon here has in mind the American 
invasion.) The commercial manager rules 
the roost. Dramatic masterpieces are mis- 
cast owing to family favoritism. The 
wealth of talent in the provinces is neg- 
lected by the London managers. There is 
no recognized system of apprenticeship to 
the art of acting or to the business of the 
theater, Playgoers as a class are unorganized. 
The stage is unrepresented in Parliament. 
The theatrical censorship is lax and cul- 
pable. Tomfoolery spiced with indecency 
runs riot in musical comedies and revues. 
The public is fleeced by excessive charges 
for refreshments, cloakrooms and  pro- 
grams. Many theaters are unsanitary be- 
hind the curtain, and actors and stage 
workers are still suffering from numerous 
injustices in the practice of their art and 
craft.’ 


Under the caption of “‘Spiking the Yankees’ 
Guns,”” Mr. Haddon in a recent contribution 
to The Express wrote: ‘‘The notive drama 
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MR, MARTIN HARVEY—"Endow a State 
theater. Concentrate on the work of securing 
& great national theater in London.”’ 

MR. WILLIAM ARCHER—‘“Don’t wait for 
the State. bere are plenty of wealthy men 
in London who ought to be able to finance 
a national thesater.”’ 

IMR. BEN GREET—“What playgoers want is 
careful organization and guidance." 

MR, BRIDGES ADAMS—‘More acting—less 
spectacle. Everything is too often sacrificed 
to spectacle."’ . 

LORD BURNHAM—‘“‘Help the = education 
minister to make dramatic literature play its 
proper part in our national system of educa- 
tion."’ 

MR, GRANVILLE RARKER—“There should 
be definite, practical study of dramatic methods 
in every school. Drama should no longer be 
the Cinderella of Iterature in our universities. 
There should be a community theater in every 
place of 5,000 inhabitants.” 

MISS ELLEN TERRY—“If you want to im- 
prove the theater you must first improve the 
people. We talk too much of the reform of 
the theater and too little about the reform 
of the audiences."’ 

THE STAGE--“The paramount need of the 
theater Hes in good plays, well acted.’*

Those who are study- 
ing the British situation from no partisan 
viewpoint claim it will be interesting tc 
notice how many of the nineteen plays to be 
produced before Otober 6 will be existing at 
Christmas time, Others say maybe the 
American author will be forced back in 
London.

Why The Billboard Entered the 
Lyceum and Chautauqua Field 


A Record That Speaks for Itself—Music and Musi- 
cians—We Stand Four Square for Talent and 
for Those Managers Who Are Conducting 
Their Business on the Level 


The uppermost question that seems to con- 
front many lyceum and chautauqua people right 
now is this: Why did The Billboard enter 
this field? Where does it pay The Billboard to 
do so much for the lyceum and chautauqua, 
when it carries so little advertising of lyceum 
and chautauqua people? 

It often seems foolish to answer idle gossips, 
for they do not comprehend it when you do ex- 
plain things to them. Im all seriousness we 
once tried to set forth the reason that animated 
us in this move toour good friend and editorial 
brether who wears the sanctimonious ways, 
but he almost threw a hysterical fit of horse- 
laughter when the altruistic plan was pre- 
sented to him, This took place right in the 
sacred precincts of the L. L. OC. A. office. Since 
that day there has been a growing gossip in- 
quiring into the why and wherefore of The 
Billboard activity. 

Some of the real men and women of the ly- 
ceun: and chautaugua are now honestly talking 
in whispers about why The Billboard is giving 
such service to this cause, when, to them, it 
looks like a losing game, 

Two years ago we got out a special issue for 
the I. L, A. Convention. It contained 92 
pages. ‘There were four and one-half pages of 
music in that number, Last year we got out 
a special issue. There were 100 pages, and in 
it there were less than eight pages of music. 
In the special issue last week we had 132 
pages, and fifteen were music ads. 

Last year we had the assistance of Harry M. 
Holbrook, Chautauqua Harry, as advertising so- 
licitor. This year we sent out but one letter to 
the members of the I. L, C. A. calling’ their at- 
tention to the big convention special. The I. 
L, C. A. specials show how the interest in The 
Billboard has grown. 


We say this because we have met the stupid 
story which is going the rounds to the effect 
that there is a big pool of circus ‘“‘jack,” 
carnival ‘‘kale’’ and theatrical ‘‘stage money’’ 
being handled in a campaign to bribe the editor 
of this department and to use it for the purpose 
of breaking down the high standards of the ly- 
ieeum and chautauqua so that the carnivals and 
other forms of outdoor amusement may trade an 
our cherished reputation. A story that is so 
silly that it seems a waste of paper to answer 
it. 

The managers of some of the supposedly big 
bureaus, some of the poor, spineless talent and 
the crumb gatherers, in all walks, may kick 
against The Billboard, and they may get all 
their friends to do the same, but the facts are 
that the reason that we are hated is because 
we stand four square for the talent and for 
those managers who are conducting their bus- 
iness on the level. 

We have treated the music as one sample of 
the way that the servicé which we have ren- 
dered hes paid, as it always does pay, the one 
rendering the service. This growth has not 
been a case of spontaneous combustion that 
spread into flames of enthusiasm and apprecia- 
tion. It has been planned and worked as dili- 
gently as any farmer works bis fields. 

When we began to try to interest the music 
publishers in the work it seemed to be an ever- 
lastingly impessible task, but we persisted. 
Year after year we kept plugging away. One 
by one we enlisted the aid and assistance of 
others. Today, it is said, The Billbaard pub- 
lishes more music publishing advertisements 
than any other publication in the world. We do

it without sucking the lifeblood from the art- 
ists in the guise of advertising. We do not 
blackmail, nor give absent treatment to all who 
do not patronize us. 


The I. L, C. A. Year Book has just come from 
the press. On page 33 you will find the report 
of the Publicity Committee for last year. Fred 
High, chairman of the committee, reported: 
“This is the Sixteenth .nnual Convention of 
the International Lyceum Association, and this 
is the sixth annual report of the Publicity Com- 


jalk this over with all your friends as you go 
rom this convention to the great anxious world, 
where your labors are a healing ointment and 
must be more than ever a balm in Gilead for 


a world of trouble and heartache. You must 
go forth better prepared to inspire and spiritual- 
ize the millions who patronize our mavement."’ 

When we started to work to interest the pub- 
lishers in this movement we found all lyceum 
and chautauqua artists paying for the music 
they used. They were paying retail prices for 
most of it. Today the artist who is paying for 
his or her music is by that very act classing 
himself or herself among the business drones 
and the incompetents who are paying the usual 
price that mental laziness pays for everything 
worth while. 

Not long ago two of the largest publishing 
houses in America sent large consignments of 
music to Louis 0. Runner for use in the Run- 
ner Concert companies. They prepaid the ex- 
pressage charges and furnished the music free, 
of course. There was about $60 worth of music 
in the two consignments, and Mr. Runner re- 
marked to the representative of another music 
house, who was at the Runner Studios deliver- 
ire some mnsic: ‘We owe that service to Fred 
High and The Billboard.”’

The lyceum and chautauqua artist will naw have 
less reason to sing the old, wornont, castoff 
numbers which the theater has passed on to us. 

“We hope that each person attending this 
convention will visit the rooms on the 18th 
floor and study what the music publishers are 
right now doing for the lyceum and chantauqua 
musicians and singers. Don’t stop with a visit 
to one publisher, but go the rounds, and then

Wise business people know that one cannot 
continue to render great service to the world, 
to any cause, or any people, but that in some 
way and at some time there will be recompense 
for that service.

The season of 1919-1920 marks the thirty-fifth 
year in which Walter Damrosch has held the 
baton in the conductor's stand of the New York 
Symphony Orchestra, a record perhaps unequaled 
in the history of symphonic music. It is a 
tribute alike to Mr. Damrosch’s powers as a 
musician and his qualities as a man, 4@ tribute 
which Mr. Damrosch shares with the individual 
members of the orchestra, who by universal as- 
sent form today a body of musicians which it 
would be impossible to surpass. 

The orchestra of the Symphony Society of New 
York is one of the brightest jewels in New York's 
artistic crown, and the fact that the magnificent 
endowment of Harry Harkness Flagler has placed 
the orchestra on a permanent basis makes its 
position secure for many years to come. The 
New York Symphony Orchestra is today a na- 
tional institution, for, tho its home is in New 
York, its influence extends thruout the entire 
country. During the coming spring it will be- 
come even international, as the orchestra of 
ninety-three men, under Mr. Damrosch’s leader- 
ship, sails for Europe about April 20, at the in 
yitation of the French Government, an invitation 
eoneurred in by the Italian and Belgian Govera- 
ments and by a committee of eminent musicians 
in England.

the opinion of the writer they were the worst 
unch of outlaw bucking horses ever gathered 
together. A. P. Day and Ray Knight, of Al- 
berta, furnished a large number of them.

They were ‘‘I-Be-Dam," ‘dight- 
ning Creek’’ and ‘‘Corkscrew.’”” McCarty, of 
Cheyenne, had ‘Dun Gone.’’

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SELLING $80,000,000 WORTH 


OF GOODS ON YEAR’S CREDIT 


It Is Done at the Great Nizhni Novgorod Fair With 
Only Signing of “Chit” as Security—Veritable 
Carnival of Buying—Opportunity for 
American Manufacturers 


The great Russian Fair at Nizhni Novgorod 
has just come to a close with a record of sales 
probably never before equaled, sales totaling 
close to $80,000,000. 

When we in America speak of a fair we have 
in mind an exhibition of agricultural products 
and a comparatively small line of manufactured 
articles, together with a seemingly endless 
array of amusement and entertainment fea- 
tures. 

But in Europe a fair is a great trade mart, 
where merchants from all parts of the country 
flock to bargain for every conceivable sort of 
commodity, from face powder to wind mills; 
a huge market with thousands of shops, large 
and small; tens of thousands of buyers, bun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors, and a credit 
system that would amaze American business 
men. There are, it is true, some entertain- 
ment features, but they are independent of 
the fair, and the less said of them the better, 
perhaps. 

Much has been written of the impoverished 
condition of Russia, and the chaotic conditions 
that are said to exist, all of which probably 
is very true of certain parts of the country, 
but if one may judge by reports coming from 
Nizhni Novgorod he is apt to conclude that 
money is plentiful and business a 
in the evgn tenor of its way, which also doubt- 
less is true within limitations. 

During the first five weeks of the fair the 
business done approximated $10,000,000 a week; 
the fair was visited by close to half a million 
people and there were 75,000 buyers in at- 
tendance. For six weeks the usually sleepy 
«ity was a seething market place, with some- 
thing like 4,000 shops displaying wares of 
every conceivable sort and the thousands of 
buyers almost fighting for the privilege of

Until witbin recent years nothing was sold 
by sample at the Nizhni Novgorod Fair. It 
has been the custom to have the entire stock 
of goods on hand and to deliver them at once 
to the customers, Now all is changed. By far 
the greater part of the sales were by sample

Many people were 
unable to find accommodation, while others, un- 
willing to stand for the hold-up prices, left 
town disgusted. For the past fifteen years the 
selfsame condition has existed, and it seems 


a pity that some efforts can not be made to 
furnish accommodation for the fair visitors and 
to regulate the hotel prices by local agree- 
ment. 

The State Fair of Kentucky is a considerable 
asset to Louisville, and some organized scheme 
should be worked out to relieve the serious 
condition which has prevailed during fair week 
ever since the Urst annual event fifteen years 
ago. 

Some of the best racing ever seen in the 
State was a part of the grand stand program, 
and the circus entertainment in the Hippo- 
drome, which was under the personal direction 
of Ed F. Carruthers, of the United Fair 
Booking Association, was an all-star offering.

A CLEVER PIECE OF WORK 


How a Press Agent Got Columns and 
Columns of Space in the News- 
papers

Here is the story of the greatest piece of 
press-agenting ever pulled off in the show basi- 
ness. A tale of the work of a master mind, 
the possessor of which will remain unknown,

One of, if not the, largest county fairs in 
the State of Michigan opened at Jackson Sep- 
tember 8 Remember that date. 

Saturday, September 6, every large morning 
parer in the country told of a wonderful dis- 
overy mace by Oriel Niermann, Ja-ksen police 
ieee, while excavating four a cesspool in his 


backyard. The cop, said the story, had un- 
covered the mummited remains of a prehistoric 
gent who stood twelve feet tall in his socks, 
As soon as the cop made his find he called up 
the city editors of the Jackson papers, who 
immediately put all their best men on the 
story. Jackson was agog. People swarmed 
to the humble heme of the Incky cop in droves. 
Detroit and Chicago papers sent men and 
photegraphers, but to no avall, While the 
frst wave of excitement was at ite height 
Niermann covered up his mummy; refused to 
talk and phoned the papers the mummy would 
be exhibited at the local fair.

this year, and virtually all sales are made un- 
der a wonderful credit system. There is no 
such official as credit manager, and practically 
no security except the word of the buyer, who 
sigus a “chit,” agre.ing to pay fer tue goods 
when the fair opens next year. The loss thru 
this system is infinitesimal, and there are few 
plications for extensions of time. 

The fair grounds where this great annual 
fair is held are situated outside of the city 
»nper. Nishni Novgorod consists of the upper 
town, with the Kremlin; the lower town, along 
the Oka and the Volga rivers, and the fair 
greeunds, with the adjeining suburb on a sandy 
tongue formed by the confluence of the two 
rivers and connected by a bridge with the town 
proper, The fair was transferred from Ma- 
harvey (about 55 miles below the city) to its 
present location in 1817. The value of merchan- 
dise brought to the fair annually averaged 
over $16,000,000 between 1817-26; $06,000,000 
between 1877-86, and $89,000,000 between 1S8s87- 
‘6. In 1810 it was $125,000,000. The con- 
struction of railways and the general modern- 
cation of commercial methods in Russia nat- 
vrally detracted from the importance of the 


fair, but it is still ome of the greatest in 
Europe. 

rhe fair proper consists of a mass of two- 
story brick and cement buildings inclosed on 


turee sides by a canal in the shape of a horse- 
shoe. Thru the center runs a broad boulevard, 
at the end of which are the public buildings. 

Across tie other endl of the boulevand rus 
the Chinese “‘rows,’”’ so named from the style 
of roofs and ornamentation, not from the goods 
Each separate trade is known us a ‘‘row.”’ 
For instance, there is the fur row, the soap 
row, and numerous others. 

There was q brisk trade in practically all 
lines, with the exception of furs, at this year's 
fuir. Soaps and other toilet goods, especially 
those of high grade, were in great demand. 
English goods seemed to have tie preference, 
altho Japan was also much in evidence in this 
field. Canned goods, enamel ware, beverages, 
confectionery—in fact, every sort of c¢ m- 
modity—was eagerly sought, and orders were 
placed for miltions of dollars worth of goods. 
In some lines huge orders had to be declined 
because delivery within a reasonable length of 
time conld not be promised. German manu- 
facturers were making a strong bid for busi- 
ness, and Japan was particularly active in 
lines which Germany will no longer manufac- 
ture, 

That no fear of difficulty in future delivery 
is expected was evidenced by the presence of 
all of the principal merchants of the Far Easi 
at the fatr. The business cutloox would in- 
dicate that there are excellent opportunities for 
American business men in a number of lines. 
As facilities for export get back to normal 
there is no reuson why immense quantities of 
American goods can not be sold to Russian 
merchants, Farsighted manufacturers are al- 
ready making inquiries as to the classes of 
goods most in demand and preparing to get 
a reasonable share of the profitable business 
that awalts them,

WALTER PRICHARD EATON 
On the Actors’ Affiliation With Labor 


During the strike Walter Prichard Eaton made in the The New 
York Tribune some sensible and highly edifying observations on the 
common cause of artistry and labor, which should not be allowed to be 
forgotten now that the struggle is over. 

Among other things, he said: 

“The actors’ strike, viewed from afar and consequently freed from 
the passions which have no doubt clouded it, has seemed rather a simple 
and natural (if unexpected) thing. For that reason it is a little difficult 
for one who is now an outsider, tho once intimately connected with the 
theater and still numbering many actors as his best friends, to under- 
stand, not the refusal to stand by the strike, perhaps, but the evidently 
honest belief of some players that their art and the labor of, let us say, 
the maker of shoes or steel rails have nothing in common; that their art 
is lowered in dignity by co-operation with union labor." 


“The theaters of America today are concentrated in a very few hands, 
and, furthermore, for other reasons we can not go into here, it has come 
about that the theaters in a few cities, and chiefly New York, are essen- 
tial to success. Without appearing in these theaters first there is small 
hope of successful appearance in theaters elsewhere. The few men, there- 
fore, who control these (as well as most of the other) theaters, are 
quite analogous to the factory owners who contro] the machinery, with- 
out the use of which the shoemaker can not make shoes. The actor is 
quite analogous to the ‘wage slave,’ not quite, perhaps—but not because 
his acts are more dignified; only because there is a more striking dif- 
ference in value between fwo actors than between two shoemakers.” 


“The man who owns the factory, the man who owns the theater (the 
physical plant), is the master. The actors have united, and united with 
labor, in strict obedience to an iron law. Those of them who can not 
see this and go on prattling of the dignity of their art (as if there were 
no dignity in labor) are mere survivals of the early nineteenth century. 

“I have no idea how the strike is coming out. It may have been 
settled before this reaches print, or the League of Nations may have taken 
it up, or Cohan may have decided to run for President. But, however it 
results, if it shows the actors that so long as the physical playhouse is 
held by real estate speculators and not by artists of the theater, they, 
the artists, are mere wage slaves (however high their wages run), and 
that as far as the true art of the theater is concerned most managers 
are as useless as mosquitoes or garter snakes, their whole pontifical im- 
portance coming from sheer economic control. Some of us have been 
laughed at for years because we persisted in scoring the ‘commercial’ 
theater. The present situation is the logical development of the ‘commer- 
cial’ theater. The actors’ strike is, in reality, in line with the world- 
wide revolt against the system of private exploitation thru concentrated 
economic control. If there is no dignity in the Actors’ Equity, then there 
is no dignity in any revolt of the human spirit against bondage. Per- 
haps Mr. Cohan, wrapping himself in the folds of ‘the grand old rag’ he 
loves so well, and which was born of a certain revolution some years

The play is in a prolog, three acts (the third in two scenes) and an 
enilog, the scene of all of which, save the prolog (a French hospital near 
the front), is in a New England manufacturing city, the capital of the 
State. 

The cast is a huge one, there being twenty-three speaking parts and 
a whole army of supers. Mr. Blinn is thrown away on his role, but Allan 
Dinehart does some admirable acting. Joseph Physioc painted the scenes 
and they are well done. 


“The Challenge” is a pronounced hit. It may or it may not prove an 


enduring one, but whether it does or it does not, it has demonstrated 
capacities for serious endeavor in Eugene Walter that will hardly be 
suffered to lapse with this one effort.

meant the loss of his means of livelihood. Arrogance at the top meant 
arrogance on the part of every parasite manager who existed by favor 
of the monopoly, and these in turn passed it on to their subordinates, 
even to the point that the insolence of office boys in theatrical managers’ 
offices is of the most offensive brand of office boy insolence. 

Arrogant treatment is, of course, not a sufficientiy heinous cause for 
a serious revolt, but its long continuance has helped as much as anything 
else to cement the first organized resistance that the actors of America 


have put up against the theatrical monopoly. 


The bitterness it has en- 


gendered among a peculiarly sensitive class is largely responsible for the 


loyalty of its members to the Actors’ Equity Association. 


They have 


more material and more substantial grievances, but it is the open con- 
tempt of the monopoly and its satellites for the actor that gives the actor 
his tenacity in the present revolt and has enabled him to discover that 


alone he was helpless, but in union 


with his fellows he can command a 


hearing and obtain something like fair treatment. 
The apparent unreasonableness of the refusal of the monopolists and 
their dependent managers to negotiate with the Actors’ Equity Associa- 


tion is now easy to understand. It

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TAX REDUCTION UNLIKELY 


Efforts To Repeal Admission Tax at This Time 
Considered Ill-Advised — Statement of Chair- 


man Fordney, of 
. _ and Means 


the House Ways 
Committee 


It 1s the opinion of Representative Fordney of 
Michigan, Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, that when Congress begins 
revising the revenue laws it will find itself un- 
able to repeal any of the present taxes without 
finding other means of raising money. He said 
today in Washington that he could see no hope 
of any reduction in taxation for many years. 

“During the present fiscal year the estimated 
revenue from taxation is about $5,000,000,000, 
while expenditures will be more than $7,000,- 
000,000,"" he stated. ‘That means that addi- 
tional revenue totaling from $2,000,000,000 fo 

2,225,000,000 will have to be raised by other 
means. The Treasury Department plans to get 
this money by selling bonds and certificates of 
various kinds. 

“There isn’t much hope for material reduc- 
tions in expenditures during the next fiscal year, 
starting July 1, 1920, That means we shall have 
to raise as much thru taxes and keep on selling 
bonds. But we must settle for the bonds some 
time, and that means even if the expenditures 
for other purposes are gradually reduced the 
amount to be raised by taxation can not be cut 
to the same extent. 

“It. is my belie? that if we were to pass a 
revenue bill radically different than the present 
law, the President would veto it. He would also 
veto any Republican measure for a general re 
vision of the tariff. That will not necessarily 
prevent us from passing such bills and putting 
them up to him. 

“The ‘nterest on the public debt now is more 
than $1,000,000,000 a year. In estimating our

TUE STONY IN SKELETON FOR“ 

The basic theme of this picture was taken 
from information supplied by the survivors who 
returned to this country. A thread of romance 
concerns a burglar, who reformed thru strict 
discipline in the army; a kicker who shared his 
many hardships; a stenographer and a rich man's 
ward, whose sweethearts joined the melting pot 
of humanity in the great war. The actual bat- 
tle occurred in September in a place designated 
as the Pocket, where but a handful of men sur- 
vived the onslaught of the Germans. Separated 
from the ma'‘n line, the Battalion found itself 
hemmed in. The two lovers returned safely to 
their sweethearts, but the old mother waited in 
vain for her burglar son. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 
The receipts accruing from this picture are 
intended for the benefit of the re-employment of 
soldiers, and the audience at the Cohan Theater 
was composed largely of relatives and friends 
who went across to endure hardships in France. 
As a piece of dramatic construction the work 
will not permit critical enalysis. In the opening 
first part the action is draggy, presenting an in- 
timate glimpse into the home life and earlr 
training of drafted men.

PASSING OF PROF. MACART

The sad news has just reached The Billboard 
of the death of Prof, Fred Macart, the noted 
animal trainer, circus performer and vaudeville 
artist, at bis home, 5532 Santa Monica Boule- 
vard, Hollywood, Los Angeles, Cal., August 15, 
after a lingering illness of about two years 

Prof. Macart was a descendant of one of the 
oldest families in the show business. His 
mother, Madam Marie Macart, was a Ginnett. 
of the Famous Ginnett Family, and at the time 
ef his birth ewned the largest circus in Eng- 
iand. He leaves his devoted wife, Madam Jose- 
phine Macart, eearly prestrated with grief, as 
they had been married over forty years. ‘Their 
son. Frank Macart, died a few years ago, and 
Madam Macart is wow entirely alone. 

Prof. Macart was born in Yarmouth, England, 
ahd entered the show business at she early age 
of four years. appearing in the Cinderella Panto. 
at Astier’s Circus, London. From his four-year- 
eld start he became 2 well-known circrs per- 
ferwer, traveling in 1879 with the old Dan Nice 
Show. 1876. 1877 and 1878 with the original 
Pewe's i ondon Circus, at that time being known 
as ene of the Three Livingston Brothers; three 
seasons with the Orrin Bros. in Cuba, with 
John B. Doris, W. W. Cole, Sells Bros. and 
many others. His last seasons under the white 
top were 1887 and 1888 with Barnum & Bailey 
ig England, iutroducizg his baboon, dog and 
@menkey comedians

“GOVERNOR” ROBINSON 


Receives Interesting Letter From Old- 
time Circus Follower 

John F. Robinson received the 

interesting letter recently from a 

who recalls events of many 


“Governor” 
following 
former trouper, 
years ago: 

Enterprise, Ind., Sept. 1, 1919. 

(Post-Office, New Rockport, Ind., Rt, No. 3). 
To **Governor’ John F. Robinson. 

Dear Sir—This probably may be an unwelcome 
letter or possibly a surprise. However, wish to 
say the John Robinson Show was the first circus 
or big show the writer ever saw. This was in 
the summer of 1853, and it was an eye opener 
to a 16-year-old country kid. Ever since we 
have kept tab on the name of the John Robin- 
son Show Co., and so it was the making of 
history in our life. 

In 1854 Spalding & Rogers’ Big Floating Pal- 
ace Show Boat, towed by the big side wheel, 
three-boiler steamer, James HKaymond, got 
caught on French Island bar just below. It had 
to lay wp on account of low water, and did not 
get out until late in October, that fall. They 
had VanAmberg’s menagerie on the Palace. 
They were sure out luck, lying tere for 
nearly three months In the best of showing time, 
feeding that big menagerie and their many ani- 
mal keepers ané trainers, all a dead issue to 


the company. I think Spalding & Rogers prob- 
ebly bad the menagerie leas as VanAwherg 
was not with it. The fleet finally got away 


late in October, and with it the writer, who 


shipped on the steamboat 
phan kid. J do not regret my association with 
those people. I was with them for a year and 
e half, then off six months and back with them 
again, when they had a circus on the floating 
yalace. which we were with at the foot of 
anal street in New Orleans. In the early part 
af February, 1855, we started for Cincinnati, 
sowing all the good stands en route, and for 
the benefit of those who kick on account of hard 
work, for whole weeks we mace 10 o'clack 
stands. then ran on into our 2 p.m. and night 
stands, and while it seemed a little hard on 
some, the company always came out on the 
goldea side of the ledger. As for a history of 
the end of Spalding & Rogers Floating Fleet, 
we 6Severed our relations with it in 1858, 
and the last sight we had of the old Palace she 
was @ainted yellow, and bad up yellow flags, 
labeled small pox, all over it. If 1 remember 
righ& at the close of the war she burned pear 
oz at New Albany. 

" Cireus people we saw Clown Thayer make 
his first appearance as a clown in the ring 
of the floating palace; also saw Mike Lipman 
and Dae Castello and many other show people 
ig the early years of 1857 to 1860. I personal- 
iy knew. as a boy, all the oldtimers up to 1860 
and remember them well to the present day 

We ask forgiveness for intruding on your 
valuable time, and hope the name of John Rob 
inson’e Show will live until the end of show 
time.
